That if any Ship or Ships of the Subjects or Inhabitants 
Of either Nation, or of a Neuter , be taken by a third Party in the 
Harbours of either , not beitg of the SubjeRts or Inhabicants of 
either Nation, they , in or out of whote Haven or Juiſdiion 
the ſaid Ships ſhall be tzk-n , ſhall be bound to endeavour with 
the other Party , that the ſaid Ship or Ships be purſued, brought 
back, and reſtored to the Owners ; but all this ſhall be done at 
the charges of the Owners, or whom It concerns. 
> XXII. That Searchers and other like Officers on both ſides, 
{hall regulate themſelves according io the Laws of either Nation, 
and ſhail not impoſe or demand more then they are allowed by 
their Commiſſions and InſtruRions. 

 XXTIL. Thar if any injury be done or practiſed by either Nati 
on , or the SubjcRts or Inhabitants of the ſame, againſt the Sub- 
jets or Inhabitants of the other, or againſt any of the Articles 
of this preſent, Treaty, or againſt common right ; yet neverthe- 
leſs no Letters of Repriſal, Mark or Countermark (hall be grant- 
ed by either fide, cii! Juſtice hath been firſt demanded according 
to the ordinary courſe of Law ; but in caſe Juſtice be there de- 
nied or delayed, then that the ſaid King of Great Britain and 
the ſaid Siates General, or Commiſſioners of that Nation whoſe 


Subjects and Inhabitants have ſuffered the wrong , ſhall pubic

Jy require Juſtice from that other Party, where (as above-ſaid) 
it was denied or delayed, or from that Power appointed to hear 
and decide ſuch differences, that there may be a friendly come 
poſure, or due proceſs of Law. Bur if ſtill there happen more 
delays , and neither Juſtice be adminiſtred, nor ſatisfaction given 
within three moneths afcer ſuch demand), thar then Lz:tters of Re» 
priſal, Mark, or Countermark may be granted. 

X X I V. That they who have obtained private Commiſsions 
from either Party , before they receive ſuch Commiſsions , ſhall 
give good and ſufficient caution before the Judge of the Court 
where they receive ſuch Commiſsions , by reſponſible men, who 
have no part or ſhare in ſuch Shzps, that they (hall do no dainage 
or injury to the SubjeRs or Inhabitants of eicher fide, 

XX V. It is alſo agreed and concluded, That the. SubjeRs and 
Inhabitants of either Party ſhall alwayes have free acceſs to 
each others Sea-ports, there to remain and from thence to depart 
with the ſame freedom ; and not only with their Merchaat-ſhips 
and Loading, but alſo with their Men of War, whether they be- 
long to the ſaid King or States General, or unto ſuch as have ob- 
tained private Commiſsions , whether they arrive through vio. 
lence of tempeſ} or other caſuaity of the Seas, or to mend their 
Ships,or to buy Proviſion, fo they exceed not the number of eighe 
Men of War when they come there voluntarily, nor ſhall remain 
or abide longer in the Havens or Places adjacent , then they ſhall 
have a juſt cauſe to repair their ſaid Ships , or to buy ViRtuals or 
other.neceſſaries. And if a greater number of Men of War ſhould 
upon occaſion deſire tocome unto ſuch Ports, they ſhall in oo 
caſe enter thereinto, untill they have firſt obtained leave from 
thoſe to whom the ſaid Havens do appertain, unle(s they be for- 
ced ſo to do by ſtorm, or ſome force or neceſsity , whereby they 
may avoid the danger of the Sea: In which caſe alſo they ſhall 
preſently make known the cauſe of their comin uato the Go- 
vernour or chief Magiſtrate of the place, and ſhall ſtay no longer 
then the ſaid Governour or chief Magiſtrate ſhall permir them, 
and ſhall not do any aQts of Hoſtility or other prejudice in che 
aforeſaid Havens during their abode there. _ 

X X V 1. Furthermore it 1s agreed and concluded, That both

of the Fleets, Ships or Forces at Sea, ſhall be boand and obliged

ſently after the delivery and exchange, this Treaty and Alliance 
ſhall be publiſhed in ſuch places and maner as is uſual. 
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
